C. AMERiCA.XA. Staniiiiate catkins almost always peduneh'd; 
their scales tipped with a long nsldish point which bears hairs that 
jirojeet little or not at all Inwond itself; buds decidedly obtuse and 
rounded at the aju'x; twigs fn“(|uently, Imt not always, bearing scat- 
ti'red bristlv hairs. In flower, the bracteoles behind each scale of the 
staininate catkin project cons|)icuously beyond the lateral margins 
of the latter, and the previously noti'd apical characters of the scj de 
still hold. 

C'. ROSTRATA. Staminatc catkins sessile or nearly so, their scales 
with a short light-colored tip which laairs a tuft of long hairs very much 
exceeding it; l)uds narrower and decidedly acute; twigs never bearing 
the long bristle-like hairs exci'pt possibly at tin* nodes. In flower, 
th<‘ bracteoles in the staminati; catkin |)rojcct slightly or not at all 
bevond the lateral margins of tin* scale, which latter is nsnallv more 
arched.— K. ]M. Wieoaxi), Well(‘slev College. 


Viola Buittoniaxa at Conc’oud, Massaciilsetts.— Soiiu^ of
